for  Esquires,  a  Yellow  Collar^;  for  Knights,  the  Knights'  Jewel,  and  for  Officers 
and  Past  Officers,  the  prescribed  Jewel  of  their  respective  rank,  and  under  date 
of  1890  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  ruled  that  all  Officers  and  Past  Officers  must 
wear  the  Jewel  of  the  highest  rank  to  which  they  have  attained  and  are  legally 
entitled,   in  order  to  be  admitted  to  or  sit  in  a  Lodge. 


COLLARS  FOR  PAGES  AND  ESQUIRES.
